I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Crewe  for  the  year  1968. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

During  1968,  22  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of 
1 year,  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  of  25*37  per  1,000  live 
births  is  high.  The  table  of  comparative  statistics,  page  9, 
shows  how  this  particular  rate  has  fluctuated  so  widely  during 
the  past  10  years,  11  of  these  babies  died  during  the  2 to  12 
month  period,  at  ages  at  which  deaths  are  generally  regarded  as 
being  more  easily  prevented  than  in  the  first  month  of  life. 

The  total  number  of  births  (86?)  shows  a further  small  fall  on 
the  1967  figure  (875)*  The  illegitimate  live  birth  rate  (per 
cent  of  total  live  births)  is  9*86  being  an  increase  on  the  high 
figure  for  1967  (8.8$),  and  the  highest  figure  recorded.  The 
total  number  of  illegitimate  births  (85)  is  5 less  than  the  1964 
figure  which  gave  a rate  of  9$.  The  corrected  live  birth  rate 
(16.76)  is  again  lower  than  the  national  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  (16.9). 

The  total  number  of  deaths,  637*  is  again  higher  than  the  ten 
year  average  figure,  approximately  600  which  is  comparable,  as 
our  population  remains  static.  The  corrected  death  rate,  14.27 
is  high  compared  with  the  national  figure  for  England  and  Wales, 
11.9*  The  table  on  pages  10  to  14  shows  the  causes  and  ages. 

235  occurred  to  persons  aged  75  years  or  over,  22  were  attributed 
to  accidents,  5 being  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  3 persons 
committed  suicide.  Of  the  122  deaths  attributed  to  cancer,  31 
were  primary  lung  cancers.  It  is  interesting  to  reflect  that  an 
individual  can  reduce  the  likelihood  of  his  or  her  death  from 
cancer  by  approximately  one  quarter  by  not  smoking  cigarettes. 
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INFEGTIQUS  DISEASES 

Measles  notifications,  426,  is  a high  figure.  The 
introduction  of  immunisation,  now  well  under  way,  should  show 
improvements  in  future  years.  Infective  jaundice  is  now 
notifiable  and  9 persons  were  reported.  No  case  of  poliomyelitis 
diphtheria,  or  meningococcal  infection  was  notified. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  Mass  Radiography  Unit  13C 
visited  during  1968.  Members  have  received  a copy  of  the 
Director’s  report  which  has  been  included  in  the  Annual  Report 
so  as  to  be  easily  available  for  record  purposes.

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MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  the  year  404  persons  were  referred  to  me  for  medical 
assessment.  Of  these  80  were  examined  in  conjunction  with  the 
Corporation's  Superannuation  and  Sickness  Pay  Scheme.  l8l  were 
County  Staff  or  persons  seeking  entry  into  a Training  College, 

4-9  were  of  persons  applying  for  a Taxi  Driver's  Licence,  and 
94  completed  statements  of  medical  history. 

MORTUARY  FACILITIES 

The  Corporation  Mortuary  was  closed  on  1st  January,  19&2, 
and  the  arrangements  made  with  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital 
Management  Committee  have  continued  entirely  satisfactorily* 

During  the  year  the  Corporation  paid  fees  in  respect  of  89 
bodies  received  at  the  Crewe  Memorial  Hospital  Mortuary. 

CREWS  AND  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE  FOR  MORAL  WELFARE  WORK 

The  Reverend  A.C.  Gould  has  supplied  the  following  information 
on  the  work  of  the  Committee  during  1968:- 

"There  are  so  many  people  who  have  helped  us  that  I must 
first  proffer  our  thanks;  the  Local  Authorities,  Doctors,  Nurses, 
Health  Visitors,  Health  Department,  the  Subscribers  to  the 
Association  and  others  have  all  worked  together  for  a most  useful 
year.  Especially  we  thank  our  Outdoor  Worker,  Miss  M.  Evans 
for  her  untiring  help. 

Miss  Evans  has  had  116  applications  for  help  during  the  year. 
Of  these  71  were  maternity  cases,  the  other  45  being  of  a variety 
of  enquiries,  adoption  and  visits  concerning  family  problems. 

Of  the  71  maternity  cases,  25  mothers  kept  their  babies, 

27  babies  were  placed  for  adoption,  3 babies  were  taken  into  care, 

I baby  died." 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Committee's  activities  cover 
a larger  area  than  the  Borough  of  Crewe.

REPORT  ON  THE  SURVEY  OF  CREWE 

3rd  September  to  13th  December.  1968 


A further  visit  to  Crewe  was  made  during  1968,  previous 
surveys  having  been  carried  out  in  i960  and  1964  when  visits  to  the 
village  of  Has ling ton  were  inoluded.  On  this  oooasion,  however, 
arrangements  for  sessions  in  Haslington  were  not  made  as  these  were 
carried  out  during  the  Nantwich  survey  in  1967. 

During  the  visit  to  Crewe,  the  Unit  operated  at  twelve  large 
industrial  establishments  and  employees  of  numerous  smaller  firms  were 
also  X-rayed  at  these  centres. 

Arrangements  for  the  general  public  sessions  were  made  at 
various  sites  throughout  the  town  and  also  centrally  at  the  Town  Square 
where  a caravan  office,  kindly  loaned  by  Crewe  Corporation,  was  utilised. 

The  publicity  for  the  public  sessions  was  arranged  in 
conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Leaflets  were  distributed 
to  households,  announcements  were  published  in  the  local  press  and  posters 
were  exhibited  in  local  shops. 

The  results  of  the  survey  are  summarised  in  the  following  tables 
Table  I was  compiled  by  the  General  Register  Office  from  a ten  per  cent 
sample  of  the  reoord  cards  completed  by  the  Unit  during  the  survey.  Whilst 
not  being  strictly  accurate  in  detail,  especially  in  the  very  small  groups 
the  figures  give  a reasonably  oorreot  indication  of  the  age  and  sox 
distribution  of  the  examinees.  The  figures  in  the  remaining  tables  are 
strictly  accurate,  having  been  obtained  from  the  individual  record  oards .

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COMMENTS 

1.  The  total  number  of  persons  examined  was  approximately  the  same 
as  in  1964  but  the  proportion  of  examinations  of  members  of  the 
general  publio  increased. 

2.  The  number  of  oases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment 
or  olose  observation  that  were  discovered  fell  to  18  compared  with 
36  in  1964.  The  disoovory  rate  was  0.9  par  1,000  examinations 
oompared  with  1.9  in  19 64.  This  decline  is  a re  lection  of  the 
general  decline  in  tuberculosis  morbidity  which  has  occurred 
throughout  the  U.K.  over  a period  of  years. 

3*  Eleven  oases  of  bronchial  neoplasm  were  found  compared  with  twelve 
in  1964. 

4*  Numerous  other  abnormalities  were  found  and  referred  for  further 
investigations  or  treatment  as  in  the  last  survey. 

All  the  abnormal  oases  ware  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  the 
majority  for  further  investigation  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  hospital. 
Thanks  should  be  extended  to  all  the  physicians  and  surgeons 
oonoerned  and  particularly  to  Dr.  A.  Fleming  and  his  ohest  team 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  dealing  with  the  majority  of 
these  new  oases. 

In  conclusion,  the  Unit  would  like  to  place  on  record  its 
thanks  to  the  Medioal  Offioer  of  Health  and  his  staff  for  their 
assistance  during  the  survey,  and  to  the  Locomotive  Works  Manager  and 
the  Area  Medical  Officers  for  their  aotive  co-operation  in  all  matters 
including  the  use  of  premises  for  the  examination  of  employees  from 
firms  in  the  vicinity.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  herewith  my  annual  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector's  Department  for  the  year  1968. 

Constant  vigilance  is  required  to  maintain  satisfactory  standards 
of  care  and  cleanliness  in  the  manufacture,  preparation  and  distribution 
of  food.  This  work  involved  755  inspections  during  the  year  and  the 
examination  of  some  k-62  samples. 

In  April  1968,  the  Government's  White  Paper  'Old  Houses  into  New 
Homes'  was  issued,  setting  out  proposed  amendments  to  the  legislation 
relating  to  house  improvements,  clearance  and  rents  and  which  have  been 
incorporated  in  the  Housing  Act,  19&9*  The  compensation  now  payable  to 
owner  occupiers  of  unfit  properties  within  the  terms  of  the  Act  will 
help  to  ameliorate  any  financial  hardship.  Grants  for  improved  houses 
have  been  increased  and  the  provision  made  for  environmental  improvement, 
which  is  an  important  factor  in  social  well  being,  is  a welcome  inovation 
for  area  improvement. 

Work  commenced  on  the  implementation  of  the  Council's  fourth  smoke 
control  order  which  was  confirmed  during  the  year.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  since  19&3  when  the  daily  smoke  meters  were  installed  the  monthly 
averages  of  the  volumetric  concentration  of  smoke  in  the  atmosphere  have 
reduced  by  5 0 % at  the  Stalbridge  Road  Clinic  site,  k2%  at  the  Municipal 
Buildings  and  at  the  Queens  Park.  These  figures  illustrate  a 
considerable  achievement  towards  a cleaner  atmosphere  as  a result  of  a 
reduction  in  domestic  and  industrial  pollution.

The  department  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Ministry  of 
Technology  (formerly  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research) 
in  recording  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentrations,  and  in  this 
respect  was  fortunate  in  receiving  the  continued  assistance  of  the  staff 
of  British  Railways  (Midland  Region)  Laboratory  at  Crewe, 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  elected 
representatives,  the  staff  of  the  department  and  other  officers  and  their 
staffs  for  their  help  and  support*

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  removal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  is  based  on  a weekly 
collection  service  and  with  the  exception  of  holiday  periods,  this 
frequency  of  collection  was  maintained  generally  throughout  the 
Borough. 

The  Cleansing  Department  operates  a Refuse  Disposal  Plant  and 
has  a separate  Garage  and  Workshop.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Food  hygiene  has  continued  to  receive  the  attention  of  the  public 
health  inspectorate  and  755  visits  have  been  made  for  this  purpose. 

All  plans  of  food  premises  submitted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  are 
scrutinised  for  compliance  with  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  and 
where  amendments  are  necessary  the  owner  or  architect  is  advised  and 
corrections  made  before  submission  to  the  appropriate  Committees. 

This  system  has  worked  very  well  indeed  and  architects  and  otheis  have 
co-operated  fully  with  the  Department.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  implementation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 
once  again  occupied  a proportion  of  the  time  of  the  public  health 
inspectorate  and  2,068  inspections  were  made  under  the  Act. 

2 notifications  were  received  of  'intention  to  install'  furnaces 
under  Section  3 of  the  Act. 

The  Borough  of  Crewe  No.  1 (Marshfield  Bank  and  Wistaston  Green) 
Smoke  Control  Order,  I960  covering  some  270  acres  on  the  westerly  side 
of  the  borough,  and  affecting  some  1,083  properties  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October,  1962. 

A second  order,  known  as  the  Borough  of  Crewe  No.  2 (Wistaston 
Green  and  The  Valley)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1964,  which  covers  208  acres 
and  1,028  properties  in  an  area  adjacent  to  and  to  the  east  of  the  first 
area,  became  operative  on  the  1st  July,  1966. 

The  Borough  of  Crewe  No.  3 (Ruskin  Park)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1966 
became  operative  on  the  1st  July,  196? • This  Order  covers  224  acres  and 
1,670  properties  in  an  area  adjacent  to  and  to  the  south  east  of  No.  2 
area. 


On  the  1st  March,  1967  the  Council  made  the  Borough  of  Crewe  No.  4 
(Nantwich  Road  South)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1967*  This  order  covered 
233  acres  and  1,793  properties.  A Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  respect 
of  this  Order  on  the  24th  August,  1967  and  it  was  confirmed  in  1968,  to 
become  operative  on  the  1st  July,  1969* 

The  department  has,  since  1949 , in  co-operation  with  the  Ministry 
of  Technology,  made  regular  monthly  recordings  of  the  degree  of  air 
pollution  throughout  the  borough.  The  analyses  of  the  readings  of  the 
various  stations  are  shown  in  the  appended  tables  and  graphs. 

In  1961,  Crewe  was  selected  as  one  of  120  towns  to  take  part  in  a 
National  Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  and  five  additional  sets  of 
instruments  were  installed  at  particular  sites  in  the  district,  but  one 
site  at  the  College  Annexe,  Railton  Avenue,  has  now  been  discontinued.
